without injuring anything. 


ALFALFA AND CORN. 


Mr. Bibby sets out one and one-fourth

how to kill ants: "I took about a half 
saucer of molasses, and to this I added 
about a tablespoonful of 1'aria green, and 
etirrcd well, placed one in the cellar-way, 
and another down cellar; and anytime 
for a week or two, I don't remember just 
how long, if T went to these saucers 1 
would gee the shelves nearly black with 
them coining and going. I left them 
there until there wag no sign of any ants 
around them. I never found one dead 
ant, and it has been four years since 1 
fed them on ttiolasses and I/aris green, 
and yet, strange as it may seem, I never 
have seen one since. I will say, further, 
that our house is an old one and has been 


i-crrun with them for years. 
Care 


should be taken to keep all eatables out 
Of the way. The ants disappeared from 
all parts of the house before they did 
from around the p.iuccra. Thia hay been 
my experience with ants, and if they ever 
return they will be fed the t-amu as be- 
fore."

For a Vine Disease., 


J. M. Alkire statei that some two 


years ago a few of .his vines began to 
show signs of the mysterious disease now 
threatening all our vineyards. He dog 
the earth away some 'SHE inches deep 
around each stem, and poured a pint of 
lime into the cavity. He also found 
what appeared to be a fungus growth on 
the root just below the surface, of a 
whitish color; this in some cases as large 
as ah egg. On cutting this away he die- 
covered small white worms within it, 
•which had evidently done the mischief. 
All these warts he carefully cut off, 
poured in the lime and replaced the 
earth. After two years he finds that the 
disease has not spread at all on his 
place, while the neighbors have suffered 
much more severely. Sev. Charles But- 
ton's place adjoining was treated with 
the lime also, and has likewise escaped.

dollars' worth of money invested in the 
fowl indnstrvm the l/nited States, an 
amount so large that all the money of 
Jay Gould could not equal it, and still 
we have to import more than sixteen 
million dotens oi *egg» every year. If 
America would adopt -the fegyptian 
hatching system we could sell eggs in- 
stead of buying them, and our farmers 
might buy little chickens to raise at a 
Drice of 20 cents a dozen. More than 
twenty millions 'oi little chickens are 
sold each year in this way in Egyut, and 
there is a regular business in chickens 
lost old enough to walk. 


Tho incnbatories are rude, one-story 


bnildings, made of nndried bricks, so ar- 
ranged that the eggs are laid upon cut 
straw in racks, in rooms, around the 
ovens, which are kept fired on during 
he hatching season. The oatsld. walls 


great frnit cannery to handle pears, apri- 
cots, nectarines, plums and tomatoes, 
green peas, etc., Fresno will immediately 
rise to the position she should. occupy, 
that ofthe fruit center of the world. 
And whv should our city not bo the fruit 
center ol the world? This year's raisin 
crop alone will amount to 16,000,000 
pounds! Add to this the hundreds of 
carloads of other dried fruits, grapes and. 
fresh frnita and it will make up a grand 
total of more number of pounds of fruit 
than is handled in any other city in the 
United States.
